When Andrews was indictedaifor 
jer jury, the allegedly perjurious 
statement or statements were not 
made public. The predictable one 
is his failure to identify Clay 
Shaw as the man he knew as Clay 
ertrand, the man he had sworn to 
din as one of three things he was 
determined to do (the other two 
were to find the "mexicano" and 
the Presidential assassin).
